ENORMOUS LOADS WEIGHED BY 


TRACK 8C.1LK. 


At We*t Albany. N. Y.. one of the 


eaetern railroad companies has in- 
stalled a track scale which is theo- 
retically capable of accommodating 
a 1,650,0000-pound load. It is 100 
feet in length and is an assemblage 
of six weighing Instruments, each 
designed to have a capacity of 275,- 
000 pounds. 
The load applied to 


each section is transmitted to an 
additional lever and through it to a 
weighing beam housed at one side. 
The scale is one of the largest of Us 
kind ever built and is employed in 
weighing 
locomotives, and 
other 


rolling stock. Engines of the Pacific 
type weigh about 215 tons, but It 
would take four of these piled en 
top of each other to overload the 
scale.—July Popular Mechanics Mag- 
azine.

night the lights of the Alands are 
visible from tho easternmost points 
of Sweden and the nearest of these 
isles is but six hours sail from Stock- 
holm. 
Russia had given informal 


assurance to Sweden that tho forti- 
lications were only temporary, be- 
ing erected for the purpose, of pro- 
tecting certain mine-fields and thus 
defending tho islands from possible 
capture by the Germans. 
Sweden 


•was further assured that the forti- 
fications would be removed at the 
end of the present war. 


The Aland islands command ab- 


solutely the waterways entering the 
Gulf of Bothnia and as a naval hasp 
they also command the entrance to 
the Gulf of Pi) 'ind, and henco tho 
v y to the Russian capital.
